End the Uncertainty 


The Central Mortgage Bank Bill was 
given second reading in the Commons 
“on division” but without a formal re- 
corded vote. Which means the critics did 
not see any popularity to be gained by 
putting themselves on record as being 
opposed, and let it go through by default. 
They may blockade it in committee, but 
the refusal to openly oppose its passage 
is admission that public opinion is felt to 
be strongly favorable to the plan; so 
favorable that it would be “bad politics” 
to try to defeat the measure. 

This is, or should be, assurance that 
the bill will be translated into law at the 
present session, and the business of re- 
storing order in the chaotic mortgage- 
loan situation got under way as soon as 
poss jble. 

There is now an added reason for im- 
mediate action. The country has been 
given a prospect that mortgage interest 
rates in future will be not more than 2 per 
cent higher than the yield on Dominion 
bonds, No one is likely in the interval to 
contract a loan at a higher rate of inter- 
est, or at a fixed rate likely to be more 
than this; while lenders will be “at sea” 
until the bill is finally enacted. Mortgage 
investment, it must be supposed, will be 
even more sluggish than it has been until 
the future conditions have been definitely 
settled. Prompt action is for this added 
reason urgently desirable. 


The Public Also Have a Part 


Other Times, Other Methods? 


The idea that Canada's two railway 
systems should be put under a single 
management has been investigated fully 
and fairly by a committee of the Senate 
through the course of two sessions. All 


that could be said on behalf of unification 


was told the committee, by the railway- 
men best qualified to present its case. 

The committee majority in the end has 
rejected the claim that a solution of what 
is called the “railway problem" could be 
found by merging the operation of the 
two systems. That this conclusion is in 
line with the mass of public opinion is 
beyond dispute. The testimony put before 
the committee by anti-unionist railway- 
men, the opinions of witnesses represent- 
ing railway patrons, and public opinion as 
expressed through the newspapers, put 
the amalgamation arguments out of court 
a year ago. The committee majority did 
no more than pronounce the verdict to 
which the country came when the case for 
unified control had been heard. 

This leaves the “railway problem” up 
to the railwaymen. The “problem” as seen 
from their point of view is that of making 
the railways pay. How to do it is the 
question to which they must seek an 
answer. That the question is a simple one 
no one can suppose. The bald fact is that 
the railways have been treated rather in- 
considerately. They have lost local traffic 
almost entirely, and middle-distance traf- 
fic to an amazing extent, to carriers run- 
ning on highways constructed with pub- 
lic money. The long distance traffic can- 
not be loaded with charges high enough to 
make the railways profitable. There is a 
limit to which services can be curtailed in 
the interests of economy, even on lines 
where they do not pay. 

It is a new situation, and a difficult 
one for the railway managements. Per- 
haps they will have to match the revolu- 
tion in conditions by a revolution in 


It is estimated that 150,000 people 
crowded Calgary streets to welcome the 
King and Queen, approximately twice the 
population of the city.

factory way. 

Everyone should familiarize himself in 
advance with the special traffic regula- 
tions which have been made for the 
demonstration; and obey them. Every 
child that is old enough to toddle about 
but not old enough to take care of itself 
should bear a tag giving its name and 
address. Residents of the city should plan 
to let visitors have right-of-way at the 
eating places. These are a few of in- 
numerable ways in which forethought, 
courtesy and good humor can be made to 
contribute to the convenience and pleasure 
of all. Edmonton has the reputation of 
being a “friendly” city. We shall have a 
chance on Friday to show that the claim 
is justified.

Current Comment 
Business Better 


Canadian business during the past month 
has done somewhat better than hold its own. 
Although there have been no spectacular ad- 
vances, with the arrival of warmer weather 
retail trade has been picking up and the public 
is now making its normal purchases of seasonal 
goods. While business conditions in the United 
States have not maintained the improvement 
which was expected to benefit Canadian ex- 
ports, the demand for cattle from that country 
has been strong and the export quota assigned 
to Canadian cattle for the second quarter of the 
year was exhausted early in May. One interest- 
ing development is that, as a result of the coal 
strike in the United States, there has been a 
return movement of coal from Canada to that 
country. In respect to the outlook for over- 
seas trade, significance is attached to the effect 
on general business of the enormous expendi- 
tures on armaments in the United Kingdom, 
which is still Canada’s best customer for many 
exports. Contributing to a recent statistical im- 
provement in economic conditions n the Domin- 
ion as a whole have been increased railway 
carloadings and a higher trend in wholesale 
prices.—Bank of Montreal. 


Two Can Play At It 


There is an interesting narrative behind the 
dispatch of General George C. Marshall, chief of 
staff of the United States Army, to Brazil. It 
may not be generally known that several weeks 
ago, as part of the campaign to increase German 
prestige in South America and to get a sym- 
pathetic hearing for German aims among in- 
fluential Latin-Americans, Fuehrer Hitler invited 
to Germany the Brazilian chief of staff, Gen. 
Pedro Aurelio de Goes Monteiro, There he 
was to have been much feted, given the privilege 
of “leading” a division of German troops, and 
every effort was to have been made to produce 
in him an attitude which would in future be 
sympathetic to the present dispensation in 
Berlin. And they do those things very well in 
Germany. 

State Department officials and influential 
democratic leaders in Brazil were worried, for 
Nazi influence is by no means a_ negligible 
quantity in Brazil, and it is a constant fight 
to keep the course of the ship of state steered 
toward a future free democracy rather than 
allowing it to lapse back into totalitarian in- 
fluence. What should our friends at Washing- 
ton do? The present plan was adopted. The 
visit of General Marshall to Brazil was arranged, 
and soon public announcement was made that 
General Monteiro would not go to Germany at 
present. He would stay in Brazil to help enter- 
tain the distinguished American guest. Later in 
the summer it is planned to invite General 
Monteiro to the United States to return General 
Marshall's visit. Thus the first trick in this 
game obviously has gone to the neighboring 
republic. We, too, must be ready to top or 
trump any card played in a game which, if not 
of our choosing, has nevertheless been chosen.

Slowed Up

Abroad, power politics have taken a new 
turn. The recent lull in the foreign news was 
caused by uncertainty resulting from the re- 
ported military agreement between Germany 
and Italy. But Mussolini’s speech in Turin on 
Sunday greatly softens the immedate danger. 
It is now evident that this military pact was 
more or less a piece of propaganda for the pur- 
pose of attributing an appearance of new and 
greater strength to the axis—-another strategic 
move to secure concessions without war, and 
deepen the defeatist psychology of the democ- 
racies. 

It would also seem that the Nazis are not 
willing to take the risk in the Mediterranean 
on behalf of Italian ambitions at this time. 
Therefore I] Duce is forced to resort to negotia- 
tions with France for concessions, for which 
purposeshe has retained bargaining weapons of 
importance. At the same time Mussolini 
strengthens his position with the small nations 
in Europe, include Poland, by his statement that 
there is no situation in Europe making war 
necessary. The Nazis certainly cannot be 
pleased with this viewpoint. All in all,—I would 
Says that foreign affairs have bettered rather 
than grown worse as a result of Mussolini's 
speech. 

To sum it up: Poland's courage and firmness, 
which were not in accordance with Nazi 
expectations, have greatly upset the Nazi psy- 
chology. The Germans are confident only 
where they are actively taking the offensive. 
When it comes to settlement by negotiation their 
domination and tactlessness frequently puts 
them at a disadvantage. Furthermore, when 
they are checkmated in pursuing an established 
plan, they become confused. 

The sterner attitude of the democracies with 
regard to German plans for the conquest of 
Poland hes slowed up the Nazi program. At the 
same time they find their axis partner dis- 
contented and demanding active resistance in 
the Mediterranean as reward for passive 
acquiescence of Nazi conquest elsewhere. 

The treaty between England and Turkey— 
the entrance of Russia on the side of France 
and England—the refusal of Japan to enter a 
military alliance wilth the axis powers—may 
indicate that the peak of Nazi power has been 
seen. 

There is another psychological factor which 
I consider important in gauging what the Nazis 
intend to do: that is, the fact that the Nazi 
leaders have individually so feathered their 
nests by acquiring vast properties, that they will 
not take the risk of losing them, as they most 
certainly would in the event of a losing war. 
They are in the position of the “haves,” and 
therefore on the defensive, with their personal 
interests affecting the national program. 

Hence there has ensued a wholesome period 
of delay. The danger of a spring offensive is 
lessened, the harvest period having begun in 
southern Germany. The peace of the world 
seems reasonably safe until July and perhaps 
for a considerable time after that.

On This Date

Sometimes Sir John A. Macdonald 
was very particular about provin- 
cial rights. For instance, on May 29, 
1873, when the controversy over the 
New Brunswick School Act was at 
its height, he wrote to Rev. James 
Quin of St. Stephen, N.B: 

“It is the bounden duty of the 
government of the dominion to sip- 
port the constitution. The con- 
Stitution would not be worth the 
paper it is written on unless the 
rights of the provincial legislature 
were supported, It is not a matter 
for the consideration of the gover- 
nor general whether the legislature 
of any province acts wisely or un- 
wisely. The simple question is: Had 
it jurisdiction? Was it competent to 
pass the Jaw? Now the governor 
general has been instructed by he: 
majesty’s government, from whom 
he must take his orders, that the 
school law was within the jurisdic. 
tion of the New Brunswick legisia- 
ture. It follows as a matter of course 


that if the jurisdiction existed at 
Fredericton it did not exist here, 
and that neither the parliament nor 
the government of the dominion had 
any constitutional right to inter- 
fere” 


Sir John added that he doubted 
the wisdom of the legislation, which 
penalized Roman Catholic schoo): 
had told the provincial government 
80, and advised the Roman Catholics 
of New Brunswick to bide their 
time and wait the opportunity when 
they would have a majority in the 
legislature 

“Such a policy must, however, he 
carried out quietly,” else it would 
force the creation of a Protestant 
party 

When the Manitoba school issue 
first came just before Sir John died 
he took the same stand—that ‘he 
province Was supreme in educa- 
tiona] matters—a policy which was 
followed by his successors until, 
1896 

In other matters Sir John was not! 
fo considerate about provincial 
rights, as witness his long contro- 
versies with Oliver Mowat on boun- 
dary issues. Where there was doubt 
as to jurisdiction, Sir John pressed 
dominion claims, but he was ada. 
mant that the federal power had no 
right to interfere with schoo! legis- 
lation, illustrated by his attitude on 
the Jesuits estates legislation of 
Quebec, where he refused to inter- 
fere even at the cost of alienating 
many supporters in Ontario,

They were 5,337 feet 
above sea level.

Canada tour when Their Majesties 
decided they would rather journey 
from Banff to Field, BC, in an 
g@utomobile than on the Royal train 

The car wag driven by Jim Brew- 


ster, Banff pioneer, over a gravel 
road cut into the mountain § sides 
Along the 56-mile route were nu- 
merous hairpin turns, steep grades 
and some of the most majestic scen- 
ery in the Rockies 

At times Their Majesties could 
look over the edge of the road and 
look down for hundreds of feet 

The Great Divide, marked by a 
sign, is the dividing point for waters 
flowing west to the Pacific and 
waters flowing north and east to the 
Arctic and Atlantic. After passing 
that point the road dropped sharply 


and was presented to Their Majes- | 


ties. The King and Queen walked 
up the steep path to the hotel 


Their Majesties were fortunate in| 


their stay, in being able to see the 
wild life of Canada in its natural 
habitat, a gigantic Whipsnade with 
no dangerous fauna as at the Eng-
